Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  Borough  for  1959  including  a report  on  the 
Port  Health  Area. 

The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  population  at  12,^0 
showing  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  80.  The  corrected 
birth  rate  I6.6  and  the  corrected  death  rate  9*7  is  conpared  with 
that  of  England  and  Wales  v/hich  is  16. 5 and  11.6  respectively.  Three 
infant  deaths  were  recorded,  all  within  first  two  days  of  independent 
life  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  of  15 •!  conpares  very  favourably 
with  that  of  England  and  Wales  22.0  which  is  again  the  lowest  figure 
ever  recorded. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  fell  notably  during  the 
year  principally  due  to  diminution  in  notification  of  measles,  h-G 
compared  to  360  in  the  previous  year.  For  two  successive  years  no 
cases  of  polionyelitis  v/ere  notified  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  might 
be  maintained  in  the  future  as  vaccination  against  polionyelitis  is 
now  offered  to  everyone  up  to  forty  years  of  age.  It  is  satisfactory 
to  record  the  good  response  from  the  public  to  the  various  schemes 
designed  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infectious  disease  namely  vaccination 
against  smallpox  and  polionryelitis  and  immunisation  against  Diphtheria, 
l^ooping  Cough  and  Tetanus. 

Offensive  trades  which  were  established  at  Marsh  Works,  Oare  Creek, 
monopolised  a disproportionate  amount  of  time  and  energy  of  the  small 
Public  Health  Department  and  although  results  might  not  appear  to  be 
spectacular  nevertheless  decided  improvements  in  the  conditions 
prevailing  were  effected  with  the  co-operation  of  the  factory  owners. 

Pour  further  clearance  areas  containing  forty  houses  were  submitted 
during  the  year,  and  this  has  brought  the  total  number  of  houses 
submitted  for  slum  clearance  or  individual  action  to  202  since  1955 • 

The  amount  of  routine  work  required  to  be  carried  out  by  the 
Public  Health  Staff  is  enormous  for  a tov/n  of  this  size  - this  being 
mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  the  town  is  ancient  v/ith  many  old  properties 
and  provides  a shopping  district  for  a large  surrounding  rural  area 
as  well  as  containing  two  large  factories  \?hich  deal  with  food  products 
and  two  breweries.  In  spite  of  this  I feel  satisfied  that  the  work 
has  been  carried  out  satisfactorily  and  I wish  to  express  ny  thanks  to 
Mr.  Hum,  your  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  the  smooth  running  of 
the  Department  bearing  in  mind  that  ny  time  has  to  be  divided  among 
five  other  local  authorities. 


I wish  to  thank  the  Chaijrman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  tolerance  and  constructive  suggestions  throughout 
the  year.

The  number  of  infant  deaths  was  three  and  the  infantile 
mortality  rate  of  15  •!  is  the  lov/est  recorded  in  the  Borough  for 
the  past  decade.  The  figure  for  England  and  ^,7ales  was  22.0 
which  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 

The  deaths  occurred  during  the  first  week  of  independent 
life  and  these  perinatal  deaths  are  due  to  obverse  influences 
on  the  baby  over  which  improved  environmental  conditions  have 
no  control. 
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SECTION  III 

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

The  number  of  infectious  disease  cases  notified  during  1959  v/as 
106,  being  302  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  i.e.  2^J08  cases  in  1958, 

Measles  again  almost  accounted  for  half  the  total  notifications. 

All  the  cases  v;ere  mild. 

The  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  remains  relatively  lav  in  relation 
to  neighbouring  districts,  out  of  nine  C0.ses  three  v/ere  admitted  to 
Hospital. 

Y/hooping  Cough  has  again  presented  only  a few  cases  and  it  will  be 
interesting  to  note  if  the  low  incidence  will  persist, 

Tvro  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified,  one  in  April  due  to 
Salmonella  Nev^port  and  the  other  in  August  due  to  Salmonella  Typhi -murium. 
In  neither  case  was  the  vehicle  of  infection  ascertained. 

The  age  distribution  of  cases  occurring  is  shovnin  Table  IV  and 
total  number  of  infectious  diseases  occurring  and  the  number  admitted  to 
Hospital  and  total  deaths  from  diseased  are  shown  in  Table  V.

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SECTION  V 

SAiniTARY  CIRCm^TMCES  OP  THE  AREA. 


1.  General  Sanitary  Circumstances 


There  have  been  no  large  scale  alterations  under  this 
heading  during  the  year  and  the  position  is  as  reported  in 
the  previous  year, 

Pourteen  san^jles  of  water  talcen  by  the  Paversham  Water 
Con^any  for  examination  showed  the  water  in  every  case  to  be 
of  excellent  bacteriological  quality. 

One  sari5>le  was  talcen  from  a well  supplying  a dwelling- 
house.  The  report  showed  a certain  amount  of  contamination 
and  a further  san^jle  will  be  taken  at  a later  date.  Of  a 
total  of  4-# 637  houses,  10  in  Ham  area  rely  on  wells  as  no 
main  water  is  readily  available. 


No  new  development  has  taken  place  during  the  year 
under  this  heading.  The  Council  are  to  have  a survey  made 
of  the  whole  of  the  system  shortly  to  ascertain  the  situation 
regarding  the  Borough's  sewers  and  sewerage  system  generally. 


This  under  the  direction  of  the  Borough  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  refuse  being  disposed  of  at  Preston  Tip. 

(d)  School  Sanitation 

No  con^laints  have  been  received  under  this  heading 
during  the  year  and  the  accommodation  is  generally  well 
maintained  at  all  schools. 

(e)  Public  Conveniences 

These  are  maintained  and  supervised  by  the  Borough 
Engineer  and  Surveyor.  The  Council  are  considering  the 
position  regarding  conveniences  in  the  Borough  as  a whole 
in  the  near  future. 
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Two  can^s  are  still  used  in  the  Borough,  i.e.  at  Westwood  Court 
and  Queen  Court  Parras  during  the  hop-picking  season.  Due  to  the 
insta,llation  of  hop-picking  machinery  at  Queen  Court  Farm  the 
number  of  pickers  enployed  there  this  year  was  somewhat  smaller 
than  in  previous  years.  The  carps  are  generally  maintained  in  a 
reasonable  sanitary  condition. 


There  has  been  no  alteration  under  this  heading  and  the 
mortuary  at  the  Cottage  Hospital  is  used  as  required. 


(a)  Milk 


There  are  three  premises  registered  as  dairies.  At  two  of 
which  the  pasteurisation  process  is  carried  out.  This  is  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Authority,  i.e.  the  County 
Council.  Licences  granted  during  the  year  are  as  follows: 


To  retail  Pasteurised  Milk  ....  1

(b)  Meat 


There  is  one  licensed  Slaughterhouse  at  Flood  Lane  which  is 
operated  by  local  butchers  for  the  supply  of  home-killed  meat.  A 
total  of  3j540  animals  were  slaughtered  during  the  year  which  shows 
an  increase  of  581  over  the  preceding  year. 

On  1st  January,  1959#  The  Slaughterhouses  (l^ygiene)  Regulations 
1958,  cane  into  force  as  far  as  new  Slaughterhouses  are  concerned. 
Those  parts  of  this  legislation  which  concern  the  existing 
Slaughterhouses  virill  not,  hov/ever,  come  into  operation  until  a date 
appointed  by  the  Mnister  which  v/ill  follow  the  submission  of  a 
report  by  the  Council  as  required  under  the  Slaughterhouse  Act,  1958* 

1 ton  11  cv/ts  2 qrs.  17w  18s  of  meat  and  offal  were  condemned 
on  account  of  diseased  conditions  during  the  year.  The  following 
table  shows  the  particulars  of  animals  slaughtered  and  those  affected 
by  diseased  conditions.

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(e ) Other  Foods 

Approxiniately  2^  tons  of  assorted  foodstuffs  were 
condeoned  during  the  year  as  unfit  for  hunan  consun^jtion. 
These  consisted  mainly  of  miscellaneous  groceries, 
vegetables,  fish,  etc,. 

The  amount  of  fruit,  vegetables,  etc.,  which  is  now 
received  by  Messrs.  East  Kent  Packers  for  sorting  and 
repacking  has  risen  enormously  this  year.  The  sorting 
is  necessitated  as  a rule  through  some  delay  in  transit 
which  causes  the  cargoes  to  commence  decon5)osition. 

During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  issue  condemnation 
certificates  for  over  230  tons  of  fruit  and  vegetables 
which  was  unfit. 

(d)  Preparation  of  Preserved  Poods 

This  includes  fish  frying,  sausage  manufacture,  cooking 
of  hams,  etc.,  and  twenty-seven  premises  are  registered  for 
these  purposes. 

(e)  Ice  Cream 

Sixty  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice- 
cream. It  is  all  prepacked  and  none  is  manufactured  in 

the  district. 

(g)  Bakehouses 

There  are  six  bakehouses  now  in  the  district,  Paversham 
and  Thanet  Co-operative  Society  having  given  up  baking  here. 
The  bakehouses  are  kept  in  a reasonable  condition. 
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(g)  Food  Premises

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Offensive  Trades^ 

Three  factori<=s  are  situaied  near  Oare  Creek  approxinaiely  five 
hundred  yards  from  the  village  of  Oare. 

The  first  factory  established  in  the  area  was  not  considered  to 
cone  within  the  designation  of  an  offensive  trade.  The  raw  material, 
hoof  and  horn,  is  subjected  to  pressure  of  steam  to  bring  the 
tei:5)erature  up  to  300  0,  and  after  a period  of  over  two  hours  the 
steam  is  emitted  to  the  atmosphere.  The  process  causes  a distinctive 
malodourous  stench,  and  in  spite  of  the  masking  agents  mentioned  in 
last  year's  annual  report  the  extremely  offensive  smell  still 
persisted. 

The  nature  of  the  process  causes  the  steam  to  be  ejected  at 
between  60-80  lbs  pressure  per  square  inch  over  a short  period  and 
although  the  Health  Committee  agreed  t hat  there  must  be  difficulties 
in  condensing  such  a volume  of  steam  it  was  still  considered  that 
some  method  must  be  devised  to  eradicate  the  nuisance  from  smell. 

It  is  nov/  understood  that  a method  of  condensation  is  to  be  established. 

The  other  two  factories  v/hich  carry  on  the  trades  of  bone 
boiler,  tallov/  melter,  fat  melter  and  fat  extractor,  are  scheduled  as 
offensive  trades  under  the  193^  Public  Health  Act  and  are  subjected  to 
the  byelaws  for  offensive  trades  which  were  adopted  by  the  Borough 
during  the  year. 

Both  these  factories  installed  plants  which  generally  conformed 
with  all  the  requirements  laid  dovm  by  the  byelaws  for  carrying  on 
offensive  trades;  however  coriqjlaints  regarding  obnoxious  odours 
continued  and  the  larger  factory  installed  an  expensive  system  of 
double  condensation  and  extraction  which  to  a great  extent  obviated 
any  smells  coming  from  the  factory. 

The  smaller  factory,  although  no  further  addition  v/as  made  to 
their  condensing  plant  and  no  extractor  system has  been  installed,  did 
install  a large  covered  addition  which  should  result  in  a definite 
in^jrovement  in  storage.  It  is  felt  that  some  in^irovement  similar  to 
what  has  been  carried  out  at  the  larger  factory  vfould  give  beneficial 
results • 
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CoE^laints  have  been  received  during  the  year  from  various 
sources  both  in  Oare  village  and  in  the  Borough  concerning  the 
offensive  smells  emanating  from  the  process  at  Oare  Creek  and 
it  has  sometimes, due  to  conflicting  evidence  and  the  close 
proximity  of  the  factories  to  each  other,  been  very  difficult 
to  isolate  the  particular  offender. 

The  Council  are  well  aware  of  any  nuisance  or  lack  of 
amenity  caused  by  these  smells  and  they  hope  with  the  co-operation 
and  good  will  of  the  Factories  concerned  to  be  able  to  ensure  a 
distinct  improvement  in  the  coning  year.
